Biographteal Sketch of the Dead 
General—His Life and Services

BERLIN, April 24.--[By Cable and 
Associated Press.) The death of Count 
Von Moltke is just announced. 

Von Moltke attended the session of 
the Reichstag ths afternoon. His 
death was very sudden, and the pbysi- 
cians were summoned and announced 
that it was caused by failure of the 
heart. He passed away et 9:45 p. m., 
quietly and painlessly. The news of 
the count’s umexpected death caused 
great sorrow im the city. 


FIELD MARSHAL VON MOLTKE, 
-— 


A Brief Sketch of the Greatest of the 
German Generals. 

Count Helmuth Karl Berabard von 
Moltke, a famofs general, was born at 
Parchim, Meeklenburg, October 26, 1800. 
His father was@ Danish general, and he 
was educated im the cadet’s academy at 
Copenhagen, apd at 18 became an officer. 
He entered the Prussian service in 1822, and 
after ten years of «arduous study and labor 
was admitted tothe general staff. In 1835 
he went to Constantinople, and Mahmoud 
IL. conceiving a high regard for his genius, 
the Prussian auth rities permitted him to

serve him in improving the fortifications of 


aA 


Turkish cities and in the warfa 
the Kurds and against Egypt. He returned 
to Berlin after the Sultan’s death in 1839, 
was employed for many years in staff ser- 
vice, and in 1856 became adjutant of Prince 
Frederick William, and in 1858 chief of the 

eneral staff of the army, which post he 

since held. 

The rank of lieutenant-general was con- 
‘ferred upop him in 1859, He planned the 
operations in the war with Denmark in 
1564 and with Austria in 1866, accompany- 
ing on the former occasion Prince Fred- 
errck Charies and on the latter King Wiil- 
iam. After the battle of Sadowa, Moltke 
made every preparation for marching 
upon Olmutz and Vienna, but nego- 
tiated a few days’ truce, which became 
the prelude to peace. Having long fore- 
seen the contingency of a war with France, 
he was ready with his plans when it sud- 
denly broke out in 1570, and their execution 
resulted im the most astouishing and unin- 
terrupted series of victories ever achieved 
vy. one great military nation over another. 

is system consisted. mainly in making the 
different army corps advance separately and 
eperate simultaneously im grappling with 
the enemy, and he brought to bear upon its 
elaboration a wind of singular clearness 
and a wonderful logical power. Besides 
conferring upon him the the title of count 
and making him large donations, the 
Emperor of Germany in 1571 appointed 
him genera! field marsbai, and in 1572 life 
member of the upper house. In January, 
1874, he was returned to the Reichstag. 

Multke the Silent—der Scbhweiger—as he 
is calied, was generally considered the 
greatest, and certairly the most successful, 
of living soldiers.

Noone, it is said, has ever seen Count 
Moltke excited, noteven at Sedan, where 
the greatest victory.of modern times de- 
cided the fortunes of the two most power- 
ful empires of the continent. His calmness 
seemed mysterious, almost awful, and there 
Was Something strange about that silent, 
lonely old man. His wifedied some years 
ago; he never had achild; his nearest re- 
lations, with the exception of a nephew and 
niece, always see to be kept ata dis-

RIDDLED WITH BALLS. 


MURDERER TAKEN FROM JAIL 
AND SHOT BY SOLDIERS. 


Sequel to the Killing of Private Mil- 
ler at Walla Walla, Wash.—How 
the Deed Was Ac« 

complished, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WALLA WALLA, (Wash.,) April 24. 
—(By the Associated Press.] Shortly 
after 9 o’clock tonight; A.J. Hunt, 
the slayer of [Private Miller, was 
lynclied by soldiers from the garrison 
and fellin the Courthouse yard, rid- 
died with sixteen bullets, four of which 
entered his head. Early in the even- 
ing Sheriff McFarland received intelli- 


gence that an attempt would 
be made tonight to lyuch 
Hunt, and he, in company 


with Prosecuting Attorney Brandford, 
repaired tothe garrison and told Col. 
Compton what they feared and asked 
him to assist them, which he promised 
to do by having check rolls called after 
ll o’clock. The Sberiff returned and 
engaged a number of extra guards, but 
all of whom had not arrived when a 
mob of sixty or seventy soldiers de- 
manded the officers to open the doors 
of the jail, which was refused and 
they at once began to break in. 
Again they demanded admittance and 
said they would give them half a 
minute to open, when they would 
blow up the Courthouse with dyna- 
mite. urther resistance then being 
useless, the doors were opened and 
thirty or forty cocked revolvers were 
levelled at the heads of all inside, and 
the keys to the cells demanded, which 
were given them, and when Hunt’s 
cell was shown them they quickly took 
him out into the Courthouse yard and 
about thirty shots were fired. 

The plans of the soldiers were care- 
fully laid, and the sentinels who were 
posted at all the streets approaching 
the Courthouse with cocked carbines in 
band halted every passer-by and com- 
pelled him to retrace his steps under, 
threat of instant death. Even the tel- 
ephone wireto the garrison was cut 
rendering commuaication with the 
officers impossible. After the shooting 
bad stopped the soldiers all ran off, 
and Hunt was found dead within fifty 
feet of the Courthouse door. 

People who heard the shots knew 
what had happened, as threats to lynch 
Hunthad been heard for the past 
forty-eight honrs, and in a few 
minutes 2000 people had congregated. 
Women and children screamed and 
wept in excitement, and to make the 
confusion worse the fire bell began 
ringing, which rapidly increased the 
already large crowd. 

Hunt’s body was carried 
the Courthouse and an _ inquest 
is now being held. It 
will be very difficult to identify those 
concerned in the shooting, though not 
even one-half of them were masked. 
The-excitement had quited down at 
midnight. 

The Coroner’s jury found that 
“Hunt came to his death by sixteen 
gunsbot wounds inflicted at the bands 
of a mob who, from the description of 
their clothing, are supposed to be sol- 
diers, but no particular person could he 
named; also that the Sheriff used every

nited States, and that ite citizens ap- 
preciated this fact was amply shown 
today by the enthusiastic character of 
their welcome.

ventura It seems as if the entire 
population was gathered at the station 
when the train rolled. in about 
4:50 o'clock. A procession was formed 
at the station composed of a cavaicade 
of Spanisn citizens in -their native 
costumes, (>. A. R. members and a bri- 
gade of children and citizens in gaily 
decorate’ carriages. The party was 
first escorted to the promenade Des 
Anglais, a beautifal drive bordered on 
both sides with the mountains dotted 
with picturesque villas; here they 
witnessed a battle of flowers partici- 
pated in by ladies a’ “ntlemen in 
open carriages soco. «red with flowers 
and green that they we s completely 
obscure. 

Each carriage was provided with a 
profusion of small bouquets, and as 
they passed in converging lines the 
occupauis threw flowers at each other 
with zest and precision. The utmost 
good nature character:zed the battle, 
which was pleasantly interspersed with 
merry laugiuter and badinage. Some 
of the turn-outs were real works of art 
with nature's most beautiful products 
as the bases. (ne carriage was a boat 
of violets, another was a mass of pam- 
pas plumes; the others were equally 
beautiful, being variously embellished 
with nasturtiums, wild mustard bios- 
soms, marguerites, acacias, calla lilies, 
Orange biossoms, marigold, wisteria, 
geraniums, etc. 

The President anf 
picturesque battle from a grand-stand 
simply covered with flowers. There 
were four columns along the front, in 
the construction of which it is esti- 
mated that nearly twenty thousand 
calla lilies were used.

The procession then escorted the 
party to the Arlington Hotel, where 
dinner was provided, after which the 


party viewed the 


}+-President held a-public reception in 


the parlors uf the hotel. There was a 
large crowd in attendance, but the 
usual handshaking was omitted. 

This was due to the fact that the 
President’s right hand is temporarily 
disabled. This. was the result of ex- 
cessive use since the President’s de- 
parture from Washington and to a 
slight accident met with on the train 
just before reaching Santa Barbara. 
He was passing from one Car to an- 
other while the train was in motion 
and in eudeavoring to close the door 
behind him, caught his hand between 
it and the jamb and crushed it so that 
it was not deemed prudent for him to 
use it during the remainder of the day 
at least. 

After the reception a ball took place 
at the hotel, during which there were 
several old-fashioned Spanish dances 
by ladies in costume. This was fol- 
lowed by a banquet to the Presiden 
Secretar: Rusk, Postmaster-Gene 
Wanamaker and Gov.

The acting secretary reported that €214 
had been paid into the chamber during the 
week, much of it for delinquents and trom 
the initiation fees of new members. It was 
decided to include the latter in the published 
list. 

As the printed matter wasreported ex- 
hausted it was decided to undertake the 
publication of a new bulletin if suflicient 
order matter could be obtained to make it 
pay for itself.

THE COURTS. 


Jim Damron Again Being 
Tried for Forgery. 


Will Now Defend This Notorious 
Character—A Full Jury Will Be 
Secured Today — Court 

Notes—New Cases. * 


The trial of the firstof the three cases 
preferred against ex-Assemblyman J. M. 
Damron by his quondam friend J. 8S. Chad- 
wick, was commenced before Judge L. N. 
Smith in Department One of the Superior 
Court at 10 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The specific charge against defendant 
upon this, his fourth appearané for trial in 
this court, is thatof forging the signatures 
of Miss A. H. Dunlop and Walter Lindley 
toa promissory note for $150, dated April 
24, 1890, and payable to the order of Mrs. 
Emma Hunter. The note reads as follows: 
“$180.. ‘0s ANGELES, Cal., April 24, 1890, 

On July 24, 1890, at 3 o’clock p. m. of that 
day (no grace), for value received, 1 prum- 
ise to pay to the order of Mrs. Emma 
Hunterone hundered and eighty dollars, 
atthe Los Angeles National Bank, with 
interest payable monthly, at the rate of one 
percent. per month until paid and attor- 
ney’s fees, if suit be instituted on this note. 
If said interest be not paid when due, it 
shall be added tothe principal, and bear 
interest atthe same rate as the principal, 
and the whole amount of principal and in- 
terest shall thereafter be due and payable at 
the option of the payee. Principal and in- 
terest payable in goldcoinof the United 
States; and should this note not be paid at 
maturity itshall thereafter bear interest at 
the rate of 10 per cent. per month.

noon session, the number of spectators was 
considerably inc 

Damron wis puactually on hand with his 
attorney, Hon, 8S. M. White, the State being 
represented by District Attorney James 
McLachlan and his assistant, C. C. Me- 
Comas. Whenthecase was called, some- 
what to the surpise of many of those 
present, W. A. Cheney, Esq., and C. F. 
Cronin, Esq., were, on motidni of 8. 
White, Esq., associated with him as counsel 
for the defendant. Mr. Cheney, it will be 
remembered, presided in Department Une 
upon the occasion of Damron’s first appear- 
ance for trial upon the charge of forgery, 
and at the close of the trial of the case from 
the bench, called the attention of the jury 
to what he termed the persecution of the 
defendant by the press. His remarks un- 
doubtedly influenced the jury in favor of 
the defendant, for, in spite of the weight of 
the testimony introduced by the prosecu- 
tion, a verdict of acquittal was returned. 
Under these circumstances, Cheney’s action 
in now appearing to defend Damron is 
somewhat remarkable, to say the least of it. 

Both parties having announced them- 
selves as ready for trial, the Court ordered 
the clerk to proceed with the impaneling of 
a jury, and the whole of the morning ses- 
sion was consumed in examining talesmen 
as to their qualifications, the following 
seven jurors being accepted by both sides 
and duly sworn to try the case: J. L. 
Mansfieid, E. C. Cranston, L. C. Butier, W. 
W. Orr, H. C. Bailey, J. K. Brenizer and 
G, W. Tubbs. 

On recenvening at 2 o’clock p. m. only 
seven names remained in the jury box, and 
as the prosecution still had three challenges 
and the defense four, it was evident that 
the five jurors yet to be impanéled would not 
be secured from that number, J. W. Earnst 
and S. Morton were accepted, however, the 
former being sworn as usual, but the latter, 
on refusing to take an oath, being allowed 
toaftirm. Finally,as there were but two 
talesmen left and three jurors were needed, 
the Court ordered that a special venire for 
twelve more jurors be issued, returnable at 
10 o’clock this morning, and a recess was 
then taken until that hour. 

A SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 

The trial of the case of the United States 
against the Madera Flume and Trading Com- 
pany, a suit to recover damagesin the sum 
of $86,833.94, alleged to have been sustained 
by reason of the trespass of the defendant 
upon Government land in Fresno county, 
from which it was alleged to have carried 
off.an immense amount of timber, from 
April, 1878, to July, 1590, was resumed be- 
fore Judge Erskine M. Ross and a jury in 
the United States Circuit Court yesterday, 
and occupied their attention ail day. ‘The 
defense admitted that owing to the fact 
that the lines of.the land claimed by the 
Government were not properly defined, it 
might have committed a trespass; but de- 
nied that the Government was damaged 
in the sum named. It was shown 
that some time ago the defendant offered to 
pay forthe damage alleged to have been 
sustained, according to the report of the 
Government agent sent out to investigate, 
and deposited the sum of $4447.65, the 
amount claimed, with the authorities at San 
Francisco. —The Government, however, re- 
fused to accept a compromise, and sent out 
other agents, whose reports led to the above 
suit, but the plaintiff was unable to substan- 
tiate its claims. The case, which was con- 
ducted by United States District Attorney 
Witloughby Cole for the plaintiff, while the 
defendant corporation was represented by 
S. J. Hinds, Esq., of Fresno, with whom G. 
J. Denis, Esq., appeared as associate coun- 
sel, was entrusted to the jury at 3:45 o’clock 
p. m., and resulted, after iess than an hour’s 
deliberation, in a verdict for plaintiff in the 
sum of $1200 only. 


Court Notes, 

On motion of T. J. Carran, Esq., and upon 
presentation of license from the Supreme 
Court of this State, W. H. Wilde, Esq., of 
Ventura was duly admitted to practice in 
the United States Courts by Judge Ross 
yesterday. 

Judge Wade in Department Three, yes- 
terday, granted a motion for judgment 
against the sureties on the. appeal bond in 
the case of Piovier vs. Gravel, recently de- 
cided by the Supreme Court, which af- 
firmed the judgment of the lower courts, 
and ordered that judgment be entered 
against them in the sum of $1500. 

The trial of case of Jasper Woodward vs. 
James Herald and E. C. Huntington, for 
the appointment of a receiver to take charge 
of the Reception saloon at San Pedro, was 
resumed before Judge Wade in Department 
‘Three yesterday, and occupied his attention 
during the whole of the afternoon session.

This mode of seeking help gave the 
suffering poor a chance to be impndent 
to the rich, and in many cases the refined 
lady who was compelled to trudge through 
the slumsin her efforts to find a cook, 
housemaid or nursery-maid, was abused in 
the most playful manner possible. But the 
employment office makes the task of ser- 
vant hunting com tively easy, although 
lady cooks and lady chambermaids are just 
as numerous and saucy as they ever were. 

As was stated above, the average employ- 
ment office isa good place for the active 
student of human nature to visit. The fol- 
lowing bits of conversation were picked up 
in one by a Times representative, in dis- 
guise, yesterday afternoon: 

“Where under the sun did you get that 
cook you sent me the other day?’ asked a 
pretty littie housekeeper, more in sorrow 
than anger, of the agent. 

“She is from Colorado and comes highly 
recommended. She has letters showing 
that she has gives entire satisfaction in 
more than one family.” 

Justat this moment the cook lady in 
question trip in the office and taced her 
mistress. he lady and the cook lady 
looked at each other a few seconds when 
the cook lady ejaculated: 

a mum, you thinks as how I can’ 


“{ don’t think anything aboutit. i know 
you can’t, and 1 want this agency to send 
meé another one at once.”’ 

‘How is this,” said the employmentagent 
to the cook lady; “I thought you told me 
that re have been cooking in the best 
families of Colorado for years.”’

Large Orchards. 
{California Fru.t Grower and Farmer. | 

A. T. Hatch, whose planting of im- 
mense orchards has often been criti- 
cisedas an evidence of unwise judg- 
went, presents some facts and figures 
which should set at rest the question 
of his wisdom as an orchardist and 
financier. Speaking recently of his 
profits on the 1890 crop, he said: 
“IT have 800 acres in my farm, the 
trees in 400 of which are in bearing, 
while those on the remaining half have 
not yet reached that stage. The fruit 
from the 400 acres was sold on the cars 
for $159,000, out of which was paid 
$59,000 tor labor, packing and boxes, 
leaving uclear profit of w littie more 
than $100,000. Our expenses included 
the cost of cultivating the 400 acres 
which brought in no returns. It was 
an exceptional year, of course, be- 
cause of the scarcity of peaches in the 
Eastern States, but the latter will 
never be again what they once were. 
A disease peculiar to cold climates bas 
attacked the trees, and no remedy has 
been found. As it is contagious, it 
bas spread rapidly and creates wide- 
spreadwavoc. It is known as,the ‘yel- 
lows,’ and no cause for it has been dis- 


covered.” 


Enemies of the Apple and Pear. 
‘Vina paper read before the California 
State Horticultural Soc ety at its last 
meeting, H. A. Brainard had the fol- 
lowing to say regarding the” pests that 
infest apple and pear trees: 

The only reliable way of operating 
against codlin moth seems to be to 
spray with Paris green. We formerly, 
preferred London purple; for the rea- 
son that it remained more perfectly 
suspended in water, but of late the 
Leadon purple is sv variable and unre- 


liable in its composition that we now 
greatly prefer Paris green. 


ing flour paste with the water to make 
it quite milky in appearance. I do not 


flour used, and to this water add one 
und of Paris green to every 200 gal- 
ons, first mixing the Paris green into 
a thick mud with alittle water, when 
it will dilute and mix easily and will 
be retained in suspension much better 
than in pure water. From several ob- 
servations made last year this 
method seemed to. give better 
results than when Paris 
green was dissolved in ammonia. The 
spraying should be done for the first 
time when the petals have pretty 
nearly all fallen from the blossoms. In 
the case of pears the time varies 
so much that in an orchard of several 
sorts many of them will require sep- 
arate spraying. Apples are more uni- 
form and the whole orchard can gen- 
erally be cleared at the same time. 

For very early fruit this one spray- 
ing will do very well, but for later 
fruit it will be necessary to repeat the 
operation two or three times, the last 
time well into the month of July. The 
danger from poisoning is almost noth- 
ing, no case ever coming to our knowl- 
edge of injurious results. Mixed no 
stronger than one pound to 200 gallons, 
there is seldom any material injury to 
foliage. We have seen it used as 
strong as one pound to fifty gallons 
without: injury, but there is always 
danger of burning the leaves wheu 
mixtures stronger than one pound to 
160 gallons are used. Mr. Biock of 
Santa Clara, who uses this method 
substantially, assures me he seldom 
bas a greater loss than 5 per cent. 
from codlin moth. The eflicacy of the 
older method, bands, traps and lights 
used in connection with vessels of 
sweetened water, is so small that they 
may be neglected without material 
loss, though some will be caught under 
the bands and traps. 


Delectable Juices. 
1Azusa Semitropic.| 

As there are strong prospects of see- 
ing an attempt made by a gentleman 
of this valley in the extraction of és- 
sences and perfumery from fruits and 
flowers, we give below the methods in 
use at Messina and other centers of 
exportation of these valuable products. 
In making extracts and oils of lemon, 
the fruit is first pulled and cut in two. 
Then it is thrown into large wicker 
bags and pressed in these bags. If the 
juice isto be exported raw, only per- 
fectly sound fruit is used; b 
juice is to be boiled down, one-tifth of 
the lemons may be of inferior qualit 
and two-fifths pretty well decayed. 
The juice from sound lemons is yellow- 
ish in color and gives off a pleasant 
aroma; its density decreases with age. 
The manufacture of essential oils and 
lemon juice is very profitable, 

An addition of 5 per cent. of alcohol 
will prevent the lemon juice from spoil- 
ing. The raw and concentrated lemon 
juice is exported in casks of 130 gallons 
capacity. It requires 1500 lemons to 
yield twenty-six gallons of the raw 
juice, and 2500 to yield the same quan- 
tity of concentrated juice. The value 
of the product is governed by its acid- 
ity. The standard grade must show at 
least 60 per cent. of pure acid, while 
the extracts of bergamout is only re- 
quired to prove 48, The highest and 
lowest prices reported at Messina for 
concentrated lemon juice for a period 
of eight years are respectively $2.40 and 
$l for the concentrated and 20 and 10 


essences of lemon, orange, _ berga- 
mont, etc., are very much dearer 
than the concentrated, and  seil 


for $1 to $2 per pound for the orange 
and lemon. In Messina 1,000 lemons 
yield about fourteen ounces of essence 
and seventeen gallons of juice. <A 
good operative cun express 19) pounds 
of peel per day, for which he is paid 
‘60 cents. A day’s work for six men 
working together is about 136 gallons 
of juice and seven pounds of essence. 
The essence 1s so valuable that the 
operatives often steal it. 

Essguces are nearly always more or 
less adulterated with fixed oils. Pour 
alittle upon a paper. Hold the paper 
over a lamp, avd if there is oil adulter- 
ation a grease spot will remain after 
the essence is evaporated. Essences 
are nearly all extracted by hand, owing 
tothe cheapness of labor. We hope 
some extensive experiment in the 
above lines willbe made in this sec- 
tion. The greatest difficulty will be 
found in getting fruit of the required 
degree of citric acid, as sandy svils do 
not produce a high percentage of oils. 
Only clay soils will produce fruits 
trom aes the best results may be ob- 
tained, 


A San Diego Experiment in Pine- 

appie Cuiture. 

(San Diego Union,| 
The pineapple plants with which 
Riley R. Morrison began experiment- 
ing iast April among the rows of his 
rose garden, are coming on vigorously. 
Some have already borne suckers worth 
$1.50, and the promise for next season 
is that they will yield $4 worth of suck- 
ers and slips. The first yield has been 
in demand all over the county, and 
some have gone to Orange and Pasa- 
dena. But four appies were produced 
last fall, aud at the expense of these 
plants’ full vigor, as they should be a 
year old before being permitted to bear. 


stand a temperature as low as 28 de- 
grees. About a month ago he received 
500 more plants, gathered from Cuba, 
Georgia and Southern Florida. They 
represent tweive of the best known 
twenty varieties, including the 
Red Spanish, the Sugar Loaf, 
Abakchi, Prince Aibert, Egyptian 
Queen and Lord Carrington He 
says that a year’s test will deter- 
mine which of these is best adapted to 
the climate and soil. By the 20th a 
shipment of 1000 more is due him from 
Tampa, Fla. These will be set out in 
South San Diego, at the head of the 
bay near the new Morrison station of 
the Coronado road. ‘This tract is shell 
ground, and the very best for such 
growths; it has just been plowed. 
Then about July a carload of slips, or 
40,000, will arrive from Fiorida. ‘These 
will be mostly the Red Spanish and 
Sugar Loaf varieties, and they are also 
to be set out at the head or the bay on 
a ten-acreé tract about a third of 4 mile 
south of the station. It is the inten- 
tion to plant with them Cocoanut Chi- 
remolla (custard apple), Star apple, 
mango, bread-fruit trees, coffee and 
tea trees. Eight of these latter were 
secured several weeks ago from Wasb- 
ington, and are already putting out 
new leaves. The object is to make 
this sand-dune protected tract an ex- 
perimental station.

LETTERS OLDER THAN SOLOMON. 
The best results have come from Mix- pgissives Exchanged 400 Years Before 


His Father's Birth Dag Up. 

The Smithsonian institution has re- 
ceived information of the discovery at 
Tell-el-Amaria, in upper Egypt, of a 
number of tablets relating to the history 


| of Jerusalem, and dating back 600 years 


, earlier than any records hitherto known. 
| When it is understood that these tablets 
| of stone are letters passed between the 
king of Jerusalem and the Pharaoh of 
| Egypt 400 years before the birth of Da- 
some notion will be formed of their ex- 
treme interest. These letters were writ- 
ten, so Dr. Cyrus Adler told a Washing- 
ton reporter, about the year 1500.B. C. 
and cast a great light upon the relations 
of Egypt at that ancient epoch. This, of 
course, was long before Jerusalem was 
captured by the Jews. 

At that time Palestine was a federa- 
tion of independent cities, each of which, 
like Jerusalem, was governed by a “‘pre- 
fect’ —this word meaning literally ‘‘king 
of acity.” Nevertheless, these towns 
paid a tribute to Pharaoh, and ft was in 
relation to this tribute that several of 
the letters found were addressed to the 
ruler of Egypt by the king of Jerusalem, 
Abdi-Taba. In them he tries to explain, 
with due respect, that he occupies a 
more independent position than the 
other prefects, and ought to be treated 
accordingly. For example, in one mis- 
sive he says: 

“Behold. this city of Jerusalem neither 
my father nor my mother has given 
unto me, but the call of a mighty king.” 

This refers to the ancient custom in 
Palestine, by which rulers were some- 
times chosen in consequence of a sup- 
posed divine call and withont any refer- 
ence to hereditary law. Having been 
summoned to his throne by the Deity, 
Abdi-Taba argued that he should be 
treated more leniently with regard to 
tribute. In another of the letters he 
says :— 

‘‘Behold, neither my father nor my 
mother has appointed me in this place, 
but the call of the mighty king has made 
me enter into the house of my fathers.” 

That the ‘‘mighty king” spoken of was 
the Deity is proven by the fact that to 
him as authority is referred an oracle in- 
scribed upon another tablet, which says 
that ‘“‘as long as a ship sails upon the 
sea so long will Mesopotamia and Baby- 
lonia conquer.” 

The chief aim of the three other letters 
written by Abdi-Taba is to ask the Pha- 
raoh for military aid against foreign con- 
querors invading Palestine, and especial- 
ly the district of Jerusalem. These war- 
like strangers he calls people of Habiri 
—in other words, they were Hebrews. 
It seems hardly probable that the He- 
brews as a nation should have invaded 
Palestine at so early a date, and so it is 
likely that these were some advanced 
tribes of Israel which settled down west 
of the Jordan and made incursions from 
time to time. In one of the letters on 
this.subject Abdi-Taba says: 

‘‘The Habiri people are conquering the 
_ cities of the king”—i. e., the cities tribu- 

tary to the Pharaoh—‘‘therefore the king 
may turn his face to his subjects and 
send troops. If the troops arrive this 
year the countries of the king, my lord, 
may be saved, but if no troops arrive the 
countries of the king, my lord, will exist 
no longer.” 

This tremendot> 
Amaria includes 200 tablets, largely of 
Babylonian cuneiform script, which is 
thus discovered for the first time to have 
been in use at so early a period in Egypt 
and Palestine. Many of the other tab- 
lets are dispatches of about the same 
date from prefects of other cities of Pal- 
estine to the Pharaoh. Some of the in- 
scriptions are in an unknown language, 
which no one has so far been able to 
translate. It is funny to think that Solo- 
mon himself would have looked upon 
these tablets as remote antiquities.— 
Washington Star. 


Died In a Coffin. 

Barney Frickers, a well known char- 
acter of Alliance, O., died the other day 
in a coffin. For twenty years it has been 
his custom to sleep every night in a cof- 
fin of his own manufacture, believing 
that he was about to die. He always 
robed himself in a shroud before retir- 
ing. The coffin is of oak, very strong 
and covered with allegorical subjects. 
Frickers was 75 years old.—Exchange.

OUR EXHIBIT AT CHICAGO, 


There is a difference of opinion be- 
tween Commissioner de Young and 
the California State Commissioners in 
regard to the character which the Cal- 
ifornia display at the World’s Fair 
shall assume. Several of the commis- 


-sioners want a separate collective dis- 


play of California products. Mr. 
de Young opposes this proposition. 
He holds—and we believe with justice 


|y-that ifthe States were allowed to 


make separate exhibits, in separate 
buildings, much of the effect of the 
display would be lost. As an instance 
of this, the display of the Argentine 
Republic at the Paris Exposition is 
mentioned. It was a beautiful struct- 
ure, and the display was fine, but it 
was so small, compared with the main 
buildings of the exposition, that it was 
lost. 

Let us look at this subject from a 


sensible point of view. What we all 
desire is, of course, the most 
thorough and effective representa- 
tion of  California’s resources 


that can be made for the money. 
How can this best be accomplished? 
Surely, not by putting up a little kiosk 
in the exhibition grounds labeled *Cal- 
ifornia.”’ Suppose that, at our citrus 
fair, Riverside or Pomona had erected 
a shed outside and placed their exhib- 
its there. Would these displays have 
been visited by as many.people as ad- 
mired them in the great hall? Scarcely! 
How many people go into the side- 
shows of a circus, compared with those 
who watch the performances in the 
ring? Does California want tu run a 
side-show? 

Then, again, there is the cost of the 
building. Would not the money in- 
vested in that be far better applied to 
improving our display? 

It must be remembered that each 
State will erect a building for use as 
headquarters, or a clubhouse, in which 
some samples of products may be 
placed. ‘This is all we need in the line 
of a separate building. For each 
State to have a obuilding of 
its own, in which to display the prod- 
ucts, would spoil the entire object of 
the show. dwarf its importance and 
diminish the value of each exhibit as 
apn advertisement. 

With our exhibition in a separate 
building, isolated from the great stric- 
tures, to which will be*attracted the 
mass of the visitors, thousands of peo- 
ple may never see what we have to 
show. 

We are strongly of the opinion that 
Commissioner de Young has right on 
his side in this question. 


ITALIAN IMMIGRATION. 


It seems that, after all, Americans 
are in great measure responsible for 
the vastly increased immigration of 
Italians to this country. Consul Ding- 
ley of Naples, in his report, says tbat 
the agents of the steamship lines cover 
Italy as the locusts covered Eyypt. 
They paint the charms of big wages in 
the United States; they often induce 
the poor peasant to sell his cow and 
move tothe Uuited States. In this 
business the commission money of 
clouds of emigrant agents is the chief 
inspiration. The ship would starve 
without a steerage list; there is a large 
profit in handling large numbers, and 
thousands of drummers for emigrants 
swarm over Italy, and their fruit is in 
the 5000 [talians who, in one week of 
the recent spring, cut loose from the 
life of the Italian peasantry to try 
chances in the Unsited States. Many 
more applied in the spring of 1590 than 
the ships could carry. 

He further adds: 

There isa factor in Italian emigration 
which is largerand more important than 
perhaps any other European factor of its 
class. 1 allude to the devotion of national- 
ity. ‘The Irishman loves Ireland, the Eng- 
lishbman loves England, and the German 
loves Germany, but more intense than any 
of these loyalties is the devotgon of the Ital- 
ian to his ancient and bow united state. 
sentimentisas profound among the 
peasantry as among any class, and nothing 
but the most pressing poverty would drive 
the lian people in such numbers ‘from 
their native land. Hence, when they have 
made a few dollars in the United States be- 
yond the present wants they hasten to their 
old homes. They love to spend their say- 
ings in Italy; itseems to them almost a 
sacrilege to spend them elsewhere. As a 
Chinaman’s bones can never rest or his 
spirit be free until his mortal remains are 
celestially interred, so an Italian peasant’s 
dollars seem to brivg him real peace only 
when they are spent in the place where he 
was born. ‘Ihe returning legions amaze 
the home people of ltaly with their financial 
resources ; for who hever bad a dollar 
Jook On #75 as a rich reserve, and $100 is 


Fair, but mark out a path for itself. 


|wealtb, ‘These returued emigrants flourish 


about their native Italian towns and set 
their neighborhoods aflame with a desire to 
see the land where even the shovel and the 
pick are transformed into gold. 


All this shows very clearly the im- 
portance of restricting such immigra- 
tion which comes to this country only 
to “make a stake’ and then go home 
to spendit. In this respect, the bulk 
of the Italian immigrants are little 
better than the Chinese. 


VANDEVER’S MONUMENT, 


It is announced from Washington 
that orders have been issued for work 
to be resumed on our miserable little 
excuse for a public building, and 
pushed to completion on the original 
$150,000 basis. 

An increase of appropriation to 
$350,000 was almost put through in the 
late Congress and would undoubtedly 
have gone through had it not been for 
the inefficiency and want of influence 
exhibited by Representative Vandever, 
who was fertile in letters of expiana- 
tion and excuse but utterly barren in’ 
acts, his attention being apparently 
centered on the ignis fatuus of Mexican 
acquisition while the practical inter- 
ests of hia district were left to suffer. 
Then, also, we were handicapped by 
the utter and contemptuous indiffer- 
ence of Senator Stanford, who might 
as well have been a Senator from New 
Jersey or Florida, as far as we were con- 
cerned in this matter. Stanford was 
absorbed in the alluring contemplation 
of his favorite 2 per cent. land loan 
Jonn - Law Argentine - Confederation 
scheme and in the business of securiug 
his own return to the Senate by the use 
of metallic arguments. 

in this state of the case we incline 
strongly to the opinion that it will 
be wiser for us to wait 
another year and try for the 
whole loaf rather than accept the slice 
which is now offered us, because our 
prospects for receiving proper recog- 
nition at Washington are now better 
than they have ever been. Not, per- 
haps, through the representative of 
San Diego, Congressman Bowers 
of the “Seventh District,” but 
through Senator Felton, who will 
prove a zealous champion and 
make a determined fight for 
our interests. He has expressed 
the opinion that the manner in which 
we have been treated in this matter is 
outrageous, and be may be depended 
upon todo his bestto secure us our 
rights. 

That the fault for the existiug con- 
dition of things is primarily attribut- 
able to the inefficiency of Gen. Van- 
dever, is notoriously the opinion of 
well-informed men high in authority, 
both in California and Washington. 
We could name names, if need be. 

For these reasons we are convinced 
that our preper policy at the present 
time is a waiting one. What we want 
is the additional $200,000 asked for, 
making %350,000 in all, so that 
we may,secure additional ground 
and a three-story building, with a 
wing, according to the revised plans of 
the Supervising Architect of the Treas- 
ury. Anything less than this would be 
practically worse than nothing at all, 
because it would characterize Los An- 
geles as across-roads town, attempt- 
ing to do business on a metropolitan 
basis. Tocomplete the building, as 
now contemplated, on the restricted 
and inadequate plan first made, would 
be ‘penny wise and pound foolish;”’ it 
would, in the end, be the most expen- 
sive course for the Government 
to pursue, for it would be 
no time in the life of a pro- 
gressive city like Los Angeles be- 
fore it would become absolutely neces- 
sary to abandon or reconstruct a build- 
ing which will be totally inadequate to 
the wants of the Government here. 
Indeed, it has been pretty well demon- 
strated that, were the building com- 
pleted today, it would not answer the 
joint requirements of the _ several 
Federal offices which are located here, 
to say nothing of the constant expan- 
sion which is going on. 

We are aware that there are oppos- 
ing local views touching the matter of | 
site, but this is of minor consequence 
compared with the paramount ques- 
tion of securing a building adequate 
to the Government’s wants in the 
principal city of the southern Pacific 
Coast;/and as a matter of expediency 
it would, in our opinion, be unwise to 
raise the issue of a new site, for a con- 
tention on this point would doubtless 
have the effect of postponing into 
the indefinite future the realization of 
our wishes. The safe policy for 
us to pursue is to concentrate our 
efforts upon the one object of securing 
the needed additional appropriation 
for alarger building. The site is very 
well as it is. We therefore ask the 
recognition of “the speaker’’—the 
public—while we make a motion to 
postpone work on “*Vandever’s monu- 
ment’? at the corner of Main and 
Winston streets until we can bave a 
deal.”

ORO GRANDE. 


Another Report from “Mon- 
tana Plata.” 


PROGRESS AND DEVELOPMENT 


Description of “West Camp”—Work, 
Yield and Resulte—Encouraging 
Prospects—Owners and Op- 
erators—Town Site, Etc. 


Oro GRANDE, April 23,—(Special 
Correspondence of Tue Times.) In my 
former letter I promised a further de- 
scription of the geological as well as 
mineralogical features of Silver Moun- 
tain district, more especially that por- 
tion of the district lying across the 
river and west ot Oro Grande. 

Silver Mountain mining district, 
like San Bernardino county, spreads 
itself over an extensive territory. 

The district contains a number of 
mineral zones or ‘ belts, each of which 
has many distinctive features peculiar 
to the localities in which they are 
found. Less than ten miles west of 
Oro Grande, and across the river, may 
be seen a long, low range of hills or 
mountains running in a northerly and 
southerly course, and like those upon 
the east side of the river, being the 
foothills of the Sierra Madre, 
though more detached from the main 
range by an intervening valley of from 
six to ten miles in width. These 
mountains are similar to all desert 
hills—treeless, destitute of vegetable 
life, barren, bleak, sombre-locking, 
joyless and dead. Buta close inspec- 
tion proves them to be the reverse of 
worthless. The formation is blue and 
black lime, porphyry and slate, with 
here and there granite; the main eleva- 
tion being from 3500 to 4000 feet. Near 
the south end of the rauge, and over a 
good wagon road leading from Oro 
Grande, wecome to what is called, 
for the purpose, I suppose, of more 
perfect identification, “West Camp,’’ 
which was discovered and located 
as early as 1880, and made a 

art of Silver Mountain District, 
ut was wholly abandoned by 
the first locators, who left for 
the Calico and other fields, which 
just then gave greater promise of re- 
ward. At present quite a number of 
locations are made at this point, all 
but one dating no further back than 
1889. 

The most prominent location, be- 
cause, perhaps, here the most devel- 
epment work has been done, is the 
“Clinker,’’ located in March 1889, and 
owned by N. L. Morrow, John C. King 
and partner. The vein is incased in 
lime and porphyry; the strike being 
north and south with dip to the west, 
outcropping a distance of at least one 
mile and showing avein matter of 
reat width and regularity. There are 
our locations made upon the out- 
crop: Clinker Nos. 1 and 2; No. 28, 
owned by W. J. Phillips, Chamberlain 
and Co., and the Stranger, owned by 
Sam Thomas. Upon Clinker No. 1 a 
considerable amount of development 


work has been done, an incline 
shaft being sunk on the west 
wall to the depth of 1386 


feet. On the east wall a shaft has 
been pushed down to a mean depth of 
seventy-eight feet. At a depth of 
sixty feet a cross-cut is run west 
from the east shaft, a distance of 
forty-seven feet, through ore and vein 
matter to the west... shaft. Other 
levels and drifts have been run, expos- 
ing and showing large bodies of ore 
carrying gold, silver and lead. 

Average tests from different parts of 
the vein give results from $3 to in 
gold, from $5 up to $100 in silver, and 
yielding from 10 to 40 per cent. in 

ead. A great deal of ore of fair grade 

is now in sight. The mine is in some 
respects similar to those upon the 
east side of the river, at least in this: 
that as depth is attained the ores 
grow richerin gold. Work upon this 
mine is at this writing sus- 
pended, owing to the fact that 
the owners are just now unabie, finan- 
cially, to erect the neccessary hoisting 
works required for further develop- 
ment. The vein is a true fissure, but 
requires some further exploration to 
place it upon a paying basis. 

West of the Clinker, about three- 
fourths of a mile, and on the west side 
of the hill, we come to the Commercial, 
owned by the Clinker Company. The 
vein is a contact lying between lime 
and porpyery. 

It is large and well-defined, of sev- 
eral feet in thickness. Not enough 
work bas been done to fully determine 
the character of the vein, yet sufficient 
to expose a large body of splendid- 
looking ore. The ore body is traceable 
the full length of the location. The 
course is southeast and northwest. 

To the southeast of the Commercial 
and upon the same ore channel is the 
**Boss,”? owned by R. ‘R. Dana of Oro 
Grande. The ledge at this point crops 
out well above the surface in several 
places. An inctine shaft has 
been driven down about sixty- 
five feet, following down an 
excellent quality of ore impreg- 
nated with chlorides and black metal, 
with galena and carbonates in places. 

There are other properties which 
look well, but not enough work has 
been done to fully determine their 
value. 

An excellent quality of water, and 
in abundance, is obtainable by sinking 
in the dry lakes, which lie one upon 
each side of the range, Witbin two 
miles. This camp is within four miles 
of the Los Angeles county line. 

There is no question as to the merits 
of the mines of West Camp, as sufli- 
cient work bas been performed to 
warrant the assertion that the mines 
are both rich and extensive and the 
ore bodies large and well defined. 

I see here an inviting field for the in- 
vestment of capita!, with a certain re- 
turn on the outlay. I will reserve a 
further description of this portion of 
the district to some future letter. 

The town site of Oro Grande has 
recently been purchasedfrom H. W. 
Timmons by a Los Angeles syndicate, 
L. J. Rose being at the head. The 
town site is now being surveyec and 


platted. Lots will soon be placed

CHILIAN ATROCITIES. 


Frightful Results of the Rey- 
olution. 


Defenseless Men, Women and Children 
 Deliberately Butchered, 


Details of a Horrible Affair at Paso 
Almonte. 


Sangutinary Battle Between the Gov- 
efnmment Troops and insur- 
gents—Over 1000 Killed 
and Wounded. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PANAMA, April 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.|; Interesting mail 
advices have been received by steamer 
from several coast points relative to 
the Chilian revolution. 

A letter from Callao asserts that the 
Chilian army is almost entirely in favor 
of the revolution, although the govern- 
ment has at its orders over 30,000 men. 

A letter from Tarapaca gives an ac- 
count of a horrible affair at Paso Al- 
monte early in February. Up- 
wards of 3000 workmen cellected 
at Paso Almonte to proceed to 
Iquique and make a formal representa- 
tion respecting the scarcity of pro- 
visions. Shortly after they reached 
the works the manager gave them a lot 
of provisions. The strikers remained 
there that night, and the following day 
sent home some of their leaders or to 
Negrios to collect more men. Sud- 
denly a train appeared loaded with 
government troops under Martin Lar- 
rain. Without parleying, these troops 
opened fire on 900 defenseless workmen, 
women andchildren, Shortly after the 
forces marched forward and killed all 
the men; meanwhile the men from 
Negreios works, with the commis- 
sioners from Ramarese, returned to 
their houses. Otherwise they might 
also bave been slaughtered. Some who 
escaped from the massacre took refuge 
in the nitrate fields, but were subse- 
quently followed up and killed. After 
they had been killed a large number of 
men were arrested, of whom eighteen 
were murdered. 

The Lima Diario says it is stated 
that when the government forces re- 
turned from Paso Almonte they shot 
all the prisoners and destroyed ail the 
nitrate establishments they passed. 
The fight between the government 
troops and revolutionists at Paso Al- 
monte March 7th was a sanguinary 
one. 
gaged, of whom three-fourths were 
government; more than one thousand 
killed and wounded was the result. 
The government forces were routed 
with a loss of all their artillery and the 
greater part of infantry. The survivors 
fled, and meeting the Barbosas column 
at Panta, retired toward Camina. The 
revolutionary army committed many 
atrocities.

ron, transporting all of the revolu- 
tionary land forces, has sailed with the 
object of attacking Valvaraiso. The 
officers and crews of the revolutionary 
squadron are said to have signed a 
“round robin,’’ binding themselves 
not to lay dowa their arms until they 
hang President Balmaceda in the prin- 
cipal square in Santiago.

Allof thelatter depart- 
ment is now in the hands of the Con- 
gressional party, who also control 
all of the northern’ portion of 
Chili as far south as Copiapo. 
There was no fighting, the government 
forces having fled toward the frontier 
of Bolivia. A number of distressed 
Peruvians have been given free trans- 
port from Iquigue and other - southern 
ports. The condition of many refugees 
at Iquique is horrible. rovisions 
were recently so scarce in Iquique, ow- 
ing to the blockade, that $20 was paid 
for a can of preserved milk, and ef 
sold at $10 per pound. The Peruvian 
consulate is daily beseiged by Peru- 
vians seeking provisions and transpor- 
tation for themselves and families. 


THE ALTON MATTER. 


Position of the Eastern Rallroads 
Defined by Mr. Blanchard. 

Cuicaao, April 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|] Chairman Blanchard, 
of the Central Traffic Association, in 
a talk with the Associated Press rep- 
resentative today concerning the 
trouble with the Alton, explained the 
matter at length from the standpoint 
of the eastern lines, and said their 
action was taken regretfully and not in 
aspirit of boycotting.

Effect of the Free Education Bill 
—European Summary. 

Lonpon, April 24.—; Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press. | 
There is much congratulation among 
members of the Commons that the 
Conservatives have committed them- 
selves to free education, but much di- 
versity of opinion as to how the new 
departure will affect the party’s future. 
Noone doubts that the government 
has made a coup with a yiew to the 
general election. The Conservatives, 
who dislike the measure, accept it be- 
cause of their desire to associate the 
name of the party with the im- 
mense boon to town workingmen 
and rural laborers, but the Liberals 
reason that the Tory action cannot 
take from them the credit of a measure 
for which they long fought. The oppo- 
sition has further and stronger reasons 
to hailthe government scheme, con- 
taining as it does abundant possibili- 
ties for party disruption and wide- 
spread national discontent. There 
will’ probably be denominational 
trouble, etc. According to high author- 
ity, cabinet plans, however, simply in- 
volve free education in the lower stand- 
ards, assisted education in higher 
standards and increased grants to de- 
nominational schools, No change 
will be made in the system 
of control except that parents shall 
have power to elect part of the board. 
The solid opposition of the Liberals on 
this latter point may give the (Con- 
servatives a disastrous check on the 
eve of dissolution. 

The English government is evincing 
the greatest interest in the Chicago 
World’s Fair, and has decided to make

Damages at the Vatican—Valuable

RAINSTORMS IN PERU. 


Millions of Dollars Worth of Prop- 
erty Destroyed. 

PANAMA, April 24.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.| Reports from Peru 
state that between March 19 and the 
22d eleven rainstorms swept over 
Lambayeque. Rivers rose and flooded 
the country all around for thirty miles. 
Many villages were inundated and a 
large number of buildings have fallen 
down. Crops on the farms around the 
villages are all destroyed, and not a 
rail on ‘the Chimbote and Suchiman 
railroad remains in place. 

A correspondent writing from Moche 
said torrents of rain fell, and as the 
houses were not built to resist the rain 
they soon began to fall, while the roofs 
and walls fellin many of the streets, 
and the square became an immense 
lake. Provisions afe very scarce. 
The wind blew with such force at 
Huanogui that large trees were blown 
down. All plantations and farms are 
more or lesg injured. In the depart- 
ment of Libertad the losses exceed 
$2,000,000. Heavy rainstorms also 
swept over the north of Peru,. where 
rain is never expected, and much ruin 
caused. 


FOREIGN NOTES, 
State of Affairs in Chill Brought

Agnés and seizure of two 
cargo boats attached to the expedi- 
tion, has become public by the action 
taken bythe Portuguese cabinet to- 
day. It appears that in addition 
to the dispatch of three British 
warships to the entranceof Pungee 
River, as announced by Salisbury yes- 
terday, the British Prime Minister for- 
warded his ultimatum to the Porty- 
government, declaring that nn- 
less immediate facilities are afforded 
to British subjects upon the Pungee 
River in accordance with the 
provisious of the modus vivendi 
now existing between Great Brit- 
ain and Portugal, the British goy- 
ernment would resort to force in order 
to insure respect on the part of Portu- 
gal to her treaty engagements, and 
the results would be disastrous to Por- 
tuguese enterprise in that part of the 
world. The Portuguese cabinet today, 
under pressure of the Salisbury ulti- 
matum, gave consent to free passage 
of the Pungee River.

JACK THE RIPPER 


He Is Believed to Be in New 
York. 


A Woman Strangled and the Body 
Horribly Mutilated, 


The Bloody Signs of the Whitechapel 
Fiend Plainly Evident, 


Thea Entire Detective Force at Work 
on the Case, and Will Havea 
Chance to Display Their 
Superior Sagacity. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, April 24.—[By the Asso- 
sociated Press.| Last night a man and 
woman registered at a cheap hotel here 
asmanand wife. They immediately 
retired, and as nothing was seen of 
them this morning the door of the 
room was broken in. On the bed lay 
the woman, covered with blood. Sbe 
had been dead for hours. Her abdo- 
nen was ripped open with a dull, 
broken table knife that lay@in the 
blood. The viscera had been cut out, 
and from appearances part was miss- 
ing. The man had escaped. A very 
imperfect description of him was given 
to the police, and they went to work on 
it with the utmost secrecy and speed. 
They think he is ‘‘Jack the Ripper.”’ 

The coroner made a hasty examina- 
tion of the body, and found that the 
woman had been dead a number of 
hours. He removed the clothes from 
her face and neck, and revealed a 
ghastly visage. The tongue was out 
ofthe mouth and the swollen eyes 
bulged from their sockets. The nose 
was flattened to the face, and about 
the neck was a circle of congealed 
blood. The appearance of the face 
convinced the coroner that the woman 
was first strangled and then cut. On 
turning over the body it was found the 
murderer had -left his mark. A 
broken-end knife had been used to 
make a large cross on the base of the 
spine. Proprietor Jennings and the 
assistant housekeeper, Mary Muniton, 
told the police all they knew about the 
case. 

The housekeeper said the murdered 
woman’s companion was decidedly 
German in appearance, but she could 
not tell from his appearance how long 
he had been in this country. She said 
he resembled a seafaring man. Mary 
said the woman was a well-known 
character around the neighborhood, 
but no one seems to know her or 
where she lives. ‘The police are scour- 
ing the city and vessels around the 
docks for the murderer, 

The woman could not have been 
muth under 60 years of age. Her hair 
was almost white and her features 
stamped with marks of drunkenness 
and the gutter. She was a typical 
specimen of the woman of the slums. 

The man, according to the clerk of 
the establishment, was apparently not 
over 52 years of age. In build he was 
slight and of medium height, with 
light complexion, small blonde mous- 
tache and blond hair. He did not ut- 
ter a word in the hearing of any peo- 
ple about the hotel, and the murder 
must have been a noiseless one, as the 
other rooms on the floor were occupied 
aud a whisper could almost be heard 
throught the partitions. 

When the boy pushed open the door 
of the room this morning he beheld 
such a scene of horror as he will not 
forget to hisdying day. Stretched out 
on the bed, naked from the waist 
down, lyipg on her right side with 
both arms twisted and bent under her, 
her head enveloped in fold after fold 
of cloth, the old woman lay stark 
dead on the mattress soaked with 
blood. She had been completely dis- 
emboweled, and the terrible result of 
the operation was drawn out and scat- 
— over the entire lower part of the 


Whether any parts are missing, as 
was the case with the London mur- 
ders, has not yet been fully ascer- 
tained.

It may be of interest to readers to 
know what may be patented. A United 
States patent will be granted to any per- 
son who has invented or discovered any 
new and useful art, machine, manufact- 
ure, or improyement thereof, not known 
or used by others in this country, and 
not patented or described in any printed 
publication in this or any other country, 
before his discovery or invention thereof, 
and not in public use nor on sale for 
more than two years prior to his appli- 
cation, unless the same is proved to have 
been abandoned. 

In this connection the word “art” 
means the process or method of produc- 
ing an old or new result. If a method 
of doing anything contains one or more 
= steps the process is new and patent- 
able. 

The word “machine” means any de- 
vice or thing by means of which a me- 
chanical result may be produced, such 
as a pin, a churn, or a locomotive. 

The word “manufacture” means a 
made up article, such as furniture, cloth- 
ing, harness, and the thousands ot things 
which are offered for sale. 

“Composition of matter” means a 
chemical compound of ingredients, such 
as hard rubber, liquid glue, medicine, 
etc. 

Patents may also be obtained for de- 
signs for manufa¢tures and works of art, 
for three, seven and ten years. 

Trademarks may be registered for any 
arbitrary sign or symbol which is not 
descriptive; the government feo is $25. 
Such marks are the exclusive property 
of the registrar for thirty years, and the 
time may be extended. 

A “label” is any descriptive tag, print 
or impression to be placed upon any ar- 
ticle or its case, and it may be registered’ 
for twenty-eight yaars. The government 
fee for a ‘‘label” is $6; but if it contains 
any special mark or symbol the office de- 
cides it to be a trademark instead of a 
label.— Youth's Companion. 


Malleable Glass. 

. One of the lost arts, provided it ever 
existed, was the malleable glass of the 
ancients. The Egyptians and the Phe- 
nicians nade glass—for many early spec- 
imens remain—fully 2,000 years B. C. 
In the reign of Tiberius a person ap- 
peared in Rome who claimed that he had 
invented inflexible glass. The story 
tells that he produced a glass vase, 
which he cast on the marble floor with 
vehemence, so as to bend it, but restored 
its shape with a few blows from a ham- 
mer, and that, at the solicitation of a 
mob of artificers, who feared that the 
new process might supersede the use of 
their vessels of metals, the emperor re- 
tained the glass vase, but ordered the in- 
genious artist to be put to death. 

Since then two or three other persons 
claimed the discovery of a process for 
making malleable glass, but nothing 
came of it. The art, however, is scarce- 
ly ‘‘lost,” for in the glass houses of 
Murano, close to Venice, they. make 
glass plates which can be bent and 
thrown about without breaking, but 
will not bear to be hammered. Every 
one almost has seen what is called spun 
glass, which you can twine round the 
finger asif it were silk; but this cannot 
be converted by any process into a ves- 
sel to hold water. Malleable glass is 
not a lost, because it has never been a 
found, art.—Thomas J. Bowditch in 
Troy Times. 


About Bank Checks. 

The cashier of a downtown bank said 
recently when the public learned which 
end of the check they should sign their 
names on it would be a great and glori- 
ous day for the employes of the banks 
in New York. ‘‘When the public has 
been taught this little detail,” the cash- 
ier said, ‘“‘it would be well to give the 
banks a lesson in printing their checks. 
The latest fashion in checks is by far the 
most convenient one. All of the in- 
formation on the check which is of value 
to the banker is placed on oneend. At 
the right hand upper corner is the date. 
Under this is the name of the man to 
whom the check is drawn. Beneath this 
again is the amount of the check in fig- 
urés, and right below that the signature 
of the man who draws it. The other end 
of the check is filled with the name of 
the bank, and so on. 

“The advantages of this form of check 
are: First, that the date, amount, signer 
and drawee can be seen at a glance; 
second, if the check is beund up with 
dozens of other checks and bills it is not 
necessary to pull it out from the bundle 
to get information about it. A cashier 
can take upa package of such checks, 
thumb over the ends, and set them aside 
in less time than it would take to go 
ever two or three checks of the older 
form. Nearly all. of the larger banking 
houses and big corporations have adopt- 
ed the check, and it will eventually find 
its way down to the smaller concerns,” 
New York Sun. 


Peter’s Pence. 

Offa, a Saxon prince, to secure the 
favor of the sovereign pontiff, engaged 
to pay a yearly tribute to the treasurer 
of the Vatican. In order to raise the 
promised sum Offa was forced to impose 
a tax of one penny on each householder 
whose annual income was as much as 
thirty pence. Thisimposition being after- 
ward levied on all England was com- 
monly denominated as ‘*‘Peter’s Pence.” 
Hence the expression.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

EARLY OVERLAND JOURNEYS. 


Interesting Paper Read Before the Cali- 
fornia Histories! Society. 
R. A. Thompson réad a paper before 
the California Historical society upon 
“The Overland Journeys of Jedediah 
Smith in 1826 and 1827.” Capt. Smith 
and his band of hardy trappers were the 
first white nen known toenter California 
by the overland route. He, with Jack- 
son and Sublette, constituted the Rocky 
Mountain Fur company in 1826, and they 
determined t6 project their operations 
westward from the Rocky mountains to 
the Pacific coast, and contest with the 
Hudson Bay company for the wealth of 
furs and sicins supposed to be obtainable 
along the western coast. Whilethe other 
two partners tarned north westward from 
Salt Lake and toward Oregon, 
Smith left the rendezvous at Salt. Lake 
in August,.1826, with fifteen men and 
started for southern California. 
Following up the Sevier river, and 
across the divide to the head of the Vir- 
gin, he went down,the latter to the Colo- 
rado, and was pildhed acros3 the Mojave 
desert to San Gabriel mission, where he 
arrived in December, 1826. The Mexi- 
can governor of California, then at San 
Diego, summoned Smith to his presence, 
and learning of his intention to go up 


the journey, and ordered Smith and his 
party to return to United States terri- 
tory by the route he had entered the 
Mexican province. But the hardy Amer- 
ican did not propose to abandon his pur- 
pose so readily, and in January, 1827, he 
quietly set forth on his journey north- 
ward. 

He entered the San Joaquin valley, and 
proceeded as far as what is supposed to 
be the Sacramento or American river, 
where he encountered hostile Indians. 
Turning back to where he had encoun- 
tered a more friendly tribe, he made a 
permanent camp, and with two men 
started back for the company's rendez- 
vous at Salt Lake for re-enforcements. 
Crossing the Sierras by Walker's Pass, 
the trip to Salt Lake was made in twen- 
ty-eight days. 

With eighteen men and two women, 
wives of members of his party, hestarted 
on his return to his camp by the route 
originally traversed, but in August he 
was attacked on the Colorado by Indians, 
and ten of his men and two women were 
killed. After much suffering and re- 
newed difficulties with the Mexican an- 
thoritics in southern California the sur- 
vivors reached the camp in the San 
Joaquin valley. Six months were spent 
in trapping along the upper Sacramento, 
and after securing $30,000 worth of skins 
the party started for the Columbia river, 
but all except Smith and three others 
were killed by the Indians. 

He reached Vancouver destitute, But 
was well received by the Hudson Bay 
company’s manager there. A portion of 
his possessions was rescued from the 
Indians by aid of the Hudson Bay com- 
pany’s men, and Smith finally reached 
his partners, and ‘in 1830 returned to St. 
Louis. In 1881 he started with a wagon 
train for Santa Fe, but was killed by the 
Comanches at the crossing of the Cimar- 
ron river.—San Francisco Bulletin.

‘HARRISON DEPARTS. 


A Long Drive About Town 
Yesterday Morning. 


HIS IMPRESSION OF PASADENA 


Events Attending His Visit—Hun-~ 
dreds of School Children Do 
Him Honor — Personal 
Notes and Brevities. 


The Presidential party left Pasadena 
at 11:30 o’clock yesterday morning. 
His reception here was most cordial, 
and nothing occurred to mar the pleas- 
ure of the occasion, which might, how- 
eves, have been heightened had the 
weather been clear yesterday morning. 
The party retired after the banquet 
Thursday night pretty well fagged out, 
but awoke yesterday morning much re- 
freshed. 

Atrising hour vesterday morning, 
there was keen disappointment felt 
over the weather. The sky was over- 
castanda slight drizzling rain was 
falling. However, the best was made 
of it, and those who had not completed 
their dec orations went to work witha 
vim, and made the best of the situa- 


tion. 

The Presidential party breakfasted 
at Hotel Green at 8:30 o’clock. By 9 
they had finished, Another half hour 

assed before the procession formed 
orthe drive. ‘The hotel was filled 
with men, women and children, all 
anxious to get another look at the 
President, and a large crowd of people 
had assembied on Raymond avenue. 
As the time drew near for the Presi- 
dent to make his appearance an enter- 
pris photographer stationed himseif 
opposite the main entrance, but owing 
to some misunderstanding Mr. Harri- 
s0D was seated in the carriage and the 
carriage was olf before the camera 
could be operated. 

Sergts. Buchanan, Bassett, Cook, 
Case and Cole, and Uorps. Miles, Hahn 
and Coleman of Company B. acted as 
a guard of honor tothe President. A 
big shout weat up as Mr. Harrison 
seated himself in the first carriage 
with Maj. Sanger and Mayor T. P. 
Lukens. The vehicle was an open 
barouche, beautifully decorated witb 
flowers, the handiwork of Mrs. W. U. 
Masters and Miss Wotkyns. It was 
drawn by four handsome horses, two 
white and two biack, over which 
George Greely manipulated the rib- 
bons. In the secon meg were 
seated Gov. Markham, Mrs. Harrison, 
P. M. Green and W. E. Arthur. In 
deference to the wishes of Mrs. flar- 
rison, who had been badly frightened 
by a fractious quartette of horses the 
day before at Riverside, the 
barouche was drawn by two horses 
instead of four as _ intended. 
The carriage was very prettily deco- 
rated, the work having n done by 
Mrs. W. T. Vore, ana T. L. Hoag did 
the driving. The third carriage was 
Postmaster-General Wan- 
amaker, W. U. Masters and George F, 
Kernaghen. Carriage No. 4 carried 
Rusk, Mrs. Dimmick and 
James Olarke. Mrs. McKee, Mrs. 
Pietcher and daughterandJ. W. Wood 
were seatedin carriage No. 5. Next 
came Mr. and Mrs. Russell Harrison 
with Mr, and Mrs. Seymour Locke.

Cochrane was a native of New York, sixty- 
four years old, a painter by occupation, a 
veteran of the Mexican war and a pioneer 
resident of California. He possessed con- 
siderable property, and was supposed to be 
in his right mind until a year ago, when he 
attempted to kill himself with laudanum. 

Russell Thompson was twenty-five years 
old and a street car conductor. by occupa 
tion. He married a daughter of his mur- 
derer in 1888. She died about ten months 
ago, and Thompson after that made his 
home with her people. He wasasleep when 
the fatal bullet, which entered back of. his 
ear, was fired. Cochrane shot himself in 
the breast and head, and when found was 
still alive, the blood pouring from the 
wounds in astream at each labored respira- 
tion. 


Portraits of Christ. 

There is no portrait of Christ which 
can be pronounced authentic. The Jews 
were forbidden by their law to make 
likenesses, and so art, as we understand 
the word, scarcely had among them an 
existence. There are, however, two por- 
traits which have the merit of extreme 
antiquity, and were both probably made 
at some time in the First century. The 
one is cut on an emerald, the work pur- 
porting to have been done by command 
of the Emperor Tiberius. The jewel was 
preserved in the treasury of Constanti- 
nople, but in some way fell into the 
hands of the Turks before that city was 
taken by them, and about 1483 was 
given by the sultan to Pope Innocent 
VlUll as a ransom for the sultan’s bro- 
ther.
